1.230.000.000 gallons consumed an 
nually is “»burnt up” in “joy-riding.” 
Because 
the army alone will use 
330.000.000 gallons annually, there 
is some caqse for believing that the 
supply is 
liable 
to be 
exhausted. 
The 
statement , received today fol­ 
lows : 
To County councils of defense: 
One-half of the 1,230,000,000 gal­ 
lons of gasoline used annually in 
the United States is used in pleas­ 
ure riding. 
It is estimated that the j 
United States army alone will need 
330.000.000 gallons of gasoline 
for 
aeroplanes, 
trucks 
and 
other 
machines. 
There is no way of obtaining this 
in this country 
except 
by saving 
from the 
excessive 
amount 
being 
used. 
I t has been 
estimated 
that by 
(economical use enough gasoline can 
be saved 
to supply 
not 
only the 
United States, 
but 
also its allies 
for war purposes. 
The 
State 
Council 
of 
Defense 
does not recommend that automobile 
owners lay up their cars but desires 
to 
emphasize 
the 
elimination 
of 
thoughtless 
and injudicial 
use of 
ears for either 
trade 
or pleasure 
purposes. 
The following suggestions should 
lie observed by automobile owners: 
1—Cut down pleasure riding 
on 
Sunday 
and at other times 
one- 
half. 
If your trip has 
heretofore 
covered fifty 
miles 
make it only 
twenty-five miles. 
2—Do not allow 
engine to run idle. 
3—See to it that 
does not leak. 
Form the habit of 
shutting off gasoline at the tank in . 
order to prevent excessive evapora­ 
tion and leakage. 
4—Use kerosene instead of gaso­ 
line for cleaning 
purposes in the 
garage.
